MANY CAUGHT IN THE SQUEEZE. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—A crisis 
has been reached in the great copper war, 
and that.the struggle.between Thomas W. 
Lawson and the men who are opposing him 
will be to a finish is now certain. | 

With his various shares pounded down to 
the lowest figures yet recorded today, Law- 
son weathered the storm, but what his fate 
will be on Monday no one can predict. 

The forces fighting Lawson are said to be 
the Standard Oil interests, but whether or 
not this is so it is certain that men connected 
with the big company are leaders in the 
raids on the Laweon stocks. That they will 
continue their ¢fforts to bankrupt him on 
Monday is assured. wit 


Lawson Confident of Victory. — 

Mr. Lawson himself, the storm center of 
this battle of millions, is confident as ever. 
He insists he still holds his original 149,000 
shares in Amalgamated Copper and will con- 
tinue to hold them in the face of all attacks. 
Much anxiety prevails regarding the out- 
come of Monday's struggle, many predicting 
that the note/ financier, yacht builder, race 
horse owner, and copper king is near ruin. 
Friends of Lawson deny this and predict 


| that he will rout his foes yet and make their 


attack on him an expensive affair. 

_Mr> Lawson on Oct. 12 gave oyt a state- 
ment that he held more than 140,000 shares 
of Amalgamated Copper stock, on which he 
had paper losses’ of more than’ $4,000,000.

fully $3,500,000 since ht gavé his statement 
out, in addition to the $3,000,000 actual money 
loss and $4,000,000 “* paper loss '’ he admitted 
then. 


Total Decline Now $31,000,000. 
That losses, however, to speculators in 
Amalgamated Copper stock upon margins 
have been enormous is undoubtedly true. 
There is $155,000,000 par value of the stock, 
and within two weeks there has been a drop 
of 20 points, or shrinkage in the market value 
‘of $31,000,000, 

Lawson's pet stock, Trinity, which sold at 
41 a few months ago, was hammered down to 
10 today, he being too busy defending his 
Amalgamated holdings to offer any support 
to Trinity. 

Rumors that Lawson had failed were in- 
dustriously circulated on the exchanges at 
New York, Chicago, and Boston, but he de- 
clares his ability to carry the fight to the end 
and win with money to spare.

-** The fact that a loan was made at all will 
surprise a great many people, but it is a 
positive fact. The loan having been made, 
the oil people then appeared on the scene, no 
longer as friendly lenders, but as men deter- 
mined to clean out Lawson. Im New York 
especially the onslaught was started. With 
the $1,000,000 the stock was margined to 
65, and for some time it has been apparent 
that the desire was to drive it down to a 
margin. Today the various forces succeeded, 
then even went slightly below the mark. 


Oil People Determined to Win. 

“As to the future course of the oil peo-- 
ple, I have it that their program is as fol- 
lows: They are after the stock and to clear 
out Lawson. Now if he wishes he can sur- 
render, but he loses his stock at once, but if 
he margins it still farther the stock will go 
on down.

If winter shoulé suddenly seize Chicago. 
the city might face a serious coal famine 
that would effect every line of industry as 


ig the keeping up of a glow in the furnace. 
To begin with the city faces a decrease 
of 600,000 tons in -shipstients from. the head 
of the lakes, as compared with last year. 
One large company alone. is short 25,000 
tops from this source.. All shipments to 


| Chicago hereafter must come by rail. Lack 
of motive power has crippled*the rafiroads, 


and with the shortage of cars presents pros- 
pects of little relief through this channel. 
Four bidst furnaces in the mills of the 
Illinois Steel company have been closed down 
because of the inability to get the toke need- 
ed. Furnaces at Bay View and in other 
neighboring sections are threatened with 
the same fate. 
To date the decrease in Chicago's coal re- 
ceipts over the same period a year ago is 
figured as follows:

NEW YORK TENANTS SHIVER AS 
LANDLORD SMILES. | 


Occupants of a Big Up-Townm Apartment 
Building Pay December Dues and 
Two Days Later the Place Is Sold— 
Ney Owner Shuts Off Gas, Water, and 
Heat, but Board of Health Compels 
Him to Restore First Two Utilities— 
Courts to Act Today. | 


New York, Dec. 7.—[Spectal.]—The tenants 
of a big up-town apartment building at 23 
Manhattan avenue are shivering with cold 
tonight because they refuse to pay December 
rent twice. 

The tenants paid their rent on Dec.-1. On 
Dec. 8 the building was sold under fore- 


| closure proceedings to a man named Rankin. 


He went immediately to the house and noti!- 
filed the ténants they would have to pay hi 
the rents for the month of * 
they had already paid this month's rent they 
refused to pay it again, whereupon, on Fri- 
day afternoon, they were all served with 
dispossess notices which called on them to 
vacate the premises on Dec. 15. 

—_But on Friday night just before dark 
Rankin and two men appeared and an- 
nounced that he was going to cut off gas, 
heat, and water. Many of the tenants were 
engaged at the time in cooking their evening 
meals. They begged him not to carry out 
his threat, and as he would not heed their 
entreaties they implored him to wait until 
the evening meal had been cooked and also 
until a supply of candles and lanterns could 
be obtained for illuminating purposes. 

y@.e new landlord was obdurate, however, | 
and out went the lights, and at the same 
time the water -was cut off. The tenants 
nearly froze‘that night. Next day, by ap- 
pealing to the Health department, Rankin 
was foreed to turn on the water and gas. 
Then the tenants got the court order to have 
the heat turned on, but it was got too late 
today to serve. 


STUDENTS DEBATE ANARCHY: 


FEDERAL LAW IS OPPOSED. 


Intersociety Contest at Illinois College 
of Law—Three Speakers Chosen to 
Compete with Notre Dame. 


| Anarchists should have free reign in the 
United States to preach, to teach, and pub- 
lish their doctrines, according to the verdict 
of the judges in the Illinois College of Law 
debate last night. In an intersociety con- 
test those who favored governmental re- 
striction were defeated overwhelmingly, and | 
when the verdict was announced by the 
judges, who were Aldermen Honoré Palmer, 
Raymer, and Litzinger, it was applauded 
heartily. 
The debate was marked by an attempt on 
the part of those in favor of restriction to 
prove that Anarchists are of low mental cal- 
iber, dangerous to society and to law, and 
a menace to the lives of those in authority. 
In reply came the statements that anarchism 
is an idealism, that its advocates are dream-. 


; ers, that the present laws are sufficient to 


deal with it, and that to restrict it would be 
to throttle free speech and free-_press. 

*“ Anarchism is libertinism,” said L. 
Rankin, who opened the debate for th fa- 
voring restriction. “It is license and not 
freedom. It should not be left to States, 
which have as many different laws as there 
are States. These men have a theory that 
admits of murder, yet unless that act is con- 
summated they cannot be prevented from 
teaching it-in many of our States. It can 
be restrained by national law, and that is the 
only way.’’ 

“Anarchism is not what popular concep- 
tion supposes it to be,” said Garrett B. Allen, 
who was against restriction. “It looks to- 
ward an ideal state. It had its first abode 
with the as necessary to the 
world as centri orce.”’

His name has 
been associated with charges of “ shake- 
downs "’ made by the Rev. Flavius J. Brobst 
and others. Corbus is a holdover, and hence 
not affected by the civil serviceiaw. His dis- 
charge was entered with the sanction of 
Mayor Harrison.

Corbus became a member of the Police de- 
partment under Mayor Washburne. He was 
out for a time under the elder Harrison, but 
got back again when Swift became Mayor.

The plaster cast of the group entitled “ The Sun Vow,” by Hermon MacNeil, which 
formed part of the exhibition of. works by American painters and sculptors’at the Art 
Institute, has been replaced by a fine. bronze cast of the same work which-is.greatly 
admired by artists and laymen. Its strong features are more apparent now than in the 
plaster. The old Indian chief, sitting upon a rock,’ forms a strong contrast to the young 
and graceful figure of his son, who, his bow arm. still raised from having aimed the 
feathered arrow at the sun, is taking the sun vow, required from the young warriors 
according to an old tradition. Hermon MacNeil, author of the group, is a comparatively 
young man. He was born in Everett, Mass., in 1866. It was while at Rome he modeled 
the group after studies from nature made near Ashland, Wis. When the exhibition at 
the Art Institute opened the bronze group was not quite finished, and MacNeil sent the 
plaster cast with the understanding the bronze cast would be sent as. soon as completed.

ZLING $18,000. 


Former Cashier of the Goodrich Trana~- 
portation Company of Chicago and 
Milwaukee Served with a Warrant 
at Denver and Now om His Way to 
the Cream City for Tria elephone 
Boy Calls on’ Board of Trade 
Firm for 85,000 Bushels. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—Lero 
W. Secor, who has been a resident of Mont- 
clair since last February, was arrested at his 
desk in the auditor’s office of the Denver and 
Rio Grande railroad this morning, charged 
with the embezzlement of $18,016. 

The complaint against Secor is made by 
the Goodrich Transportation company of 
Chicago and Milwaukee, for which concern 
he was cashier for years. Inspector: 8. 8. 
Hartshorn of Chicago and a Milwaukee de- 
tective left tonight for Milwaukee with their 
prisoner. 

Secor’s employers did not know he stood 
charged with embezzling so great an amount. 
The, prisoner’s young wife was ignorant of 
the arrest. 


Tell of Secor’s Career. =~ 
Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 7.—Leroy W. Secor 
was arrested in New York two years ago at 
the instance of the Goodrich Transportation 
company. It was alleged he was short in his’ 
accounts $19,000, He was tried on a charge of 
embezzling a small amount of money.; After, 
spending. several months in the county jail 
he was released. 
An examination of Secor’s books has been 
made and it is alleged the examination shows 
a large shortage. F. C. Reynolds of: the 
Goodrich company said tonight that Secor. 
would be charged with embezzling $18,000. 


Sells Calls and Disappears. 

Walter E. Brown, 23 years old, who came 
here from the Chicago offices of Bartlett, 
Frazier & Co., to act as telephone boy in the 
Milwaukee branch office, disappeared this 
morning an hour before it was discovered 
that he had sold calls on the firm for 85,000 
bushels of wheat without reporting the same. 

The calle were for delivery of the grain at 
78 cents. Wheat went up to 81 within a few 
minutes of opening this morning, and the 
calls began to pourin upon G. H. Ball, local 
manager of the Chicago firm, who promptly 
covered all demands made.

NORTHAMPTON FEELS WAVE OF 

BUSINESS DEPRESSION.

LONDON, Noy. 26.—Northampton is the 
first English town seriously to feel the wave 
of \depression now passing over Europe. 
Seven hundred men are out of work there, 
the unemployed women are counted by the 
multitude, and two-thirde of the factories. 

Hundreds of houses are 
standing empty, and thousands who a few 
weeks ago were earning good wages are. to-

The mob of unemployed has been demon- 
strating at the workhouse gates, denouncing 
the authorities and threatening violence. 
The Socialists, quick to take advantage of 
the ugly temper of the mob, have been 
in effect urging them to adopt forcible

Colonial Markets Lost. 

Boot and shoe making, Northampton’s sta- 
ple industry, is feeling the full strain of for- 
eign competition and of lost colonial mar- 
kets.

FAILS FIND CONTEMPY 


JUDGE DUNNE FREES AMERICAN 
EDITOR AND REPORTER. 


Holds That Articles in Question Were 
Published After Hanecy Decided 
Case of People’s Gas Company, and 

‘Therefore Not Ground for Prosecu- 

_ tlom—Case May Be Appealed to Su- 
preme Court by Special State’s Attor- 
uey—Other Charges Still Stand, 


Judge Dunne gave his decision yesterday im 
the contempt proceedings against Managing 
Editor A. M. Lawrence and Reporter H. 8. 
Canfield of the Chicago Americem, and die- 
charged both from custody. 

In nullifying the sentence which Judge 
Hanecy had passed upon the editor and the 
reporter because of articles and cartoons 
which appeared in the paper while he was 
hearing the ease of the people against the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company, Judge 
Dunne said: | 

“Tt is not without some reluctance that 
I feel constrained to differ so radically with 
the able ‘and honorable jurist whose order 
has committed the refators to because 
of the undeserved assault upon him, and be- 
cause of my respect and friendship for him. 
But such considerations must give way be- 
fore the vital principle involved in this case— 
the liberty of free speech and free press—a 
principle so important that it has been care- 
fully and zealously guarded by the constitu- 
tion. of our State and the constitution of the 
United States, and the well considered de- 
cision of our own Supreme Court.’’ 

Judge Hanecy’s comment upon the decision 
of Judge Dunne was: 

*“ Judge Dunne had the power to do what 
he has done, but I do not think ‘he had the 
right. A Judge has the power to release 
every prisoner in the County Jail, but he has 
not the right. I do not care to say more at 
this time.”’ | 


How the Case Started. 

After Judge Hamecy had passed a sentence 
of forty days’ imprisonment: upon Editor 
Lawrence and thirty days on Reporter Can- 
field, habeas corpus proceedings were begun 
before Judge Dunne. In reaching his de- 
cision Judge Dunne held that the two men 
were not in contempt for the reagon that the 
case in which they criticised Judge Hanecy 
was finished before the articles appeared in 
the paper. To reach this decision he held 
that the language used by Judge Hanecy in 
court on Oct. 28, 1901, amounted to a final 
order disposing of the case. 

“Such being the cage,”’ he held, “ the re- 
lators had the right to comment and criticise 
that decision, even to the extent of libeling 
the honored and respected Judge who ren- 
dered the optnion without exposing them- 
selves to prosecution for contempt of court,”’ 


Judge Dunne’s View of the Law. — 

Of the character of the articles and car- 
doons Judge Dunne said: 

| Both of the articles, if not libelous, were 

of such a character as to have a clear tend- 

ency to intimidate, coerce, frighten, and ter- 

rorize the Judge and to affect his decision if

Judge Dunne explained that under the 
common law it was contempt of court to 
slander or speak disparagingly of a Judge at 
any time, but that this had never been the 
law of Illinois. There still remain the cases 
against the Chicago American as a corpora- 
tion and against W. R. Hearst and Cartoon- 
ists Davenport and Briggs. Judge Hanecy 
would not discuss the steps that may be 
taken. The present case may be appealed 
by the special State’s Attorney, it is said, to 
the Supreme Court.

All the art workers of the Binner Engrav- 
ing company, 21 Plymouth court, walked 
out yesterday because the company refused 
to discharge an apprentice it had employed 
against the rules of the Chicago Commer- 
cial Artists’ association. The affair marks 
the first serious rupture between the Chi- 
cago artists and their employers since the 
former were organized nearly two years 
ago and is the first strike of the first artists 
union ever formed. | 

Twelve journeymen artists were employed, 
all of whom walked out. The bone of con- , 
tention te Bert White, a young artist, who 
recently came from Grand Rapids, and who, 
his employers declare, has unmistakable 
talent. The young man cannot become a 
member of the artists’ association because 
he has not been in the business long enough, 
and he cannot be employed as an apprentice 
because the eligible list of apprentices per- 
mitted by the association is full. The rules 
of the union state that the proportion of 
apprentices employed in all the shop» shall 
not exceed one apprentice to five members 
of the unfiom. The term of apprenticeship 
shall be four years. . 
“Jt is a most absurd rule,” said Vice 
President Larnimers of the Binner company. 
“It permits but fifty apprentices in Chi- 
cago, but makes no specification as to how 
many any one shop may employ. The re- 
sult is that all fifty of them might work 
in one establishment and no other man in 
the town would be permitted to employ one. 
I may not have a single apprentice and my 
neighbor across the street may have 4 
dozen. Further, the rule specifies that it 
must select all the apprentices, and I have 
no authority whatever in the premises. If 
I see a youth with talent I cannot employ 
him, no matter how great my desire. He 
must be employed by the union. [I couldn't 
employ my own son. 

“I propose to let the art department re- 
main idle andé wait until these union artists 
come to their senses. I am not opposed to 
the organization. But I am unalterably op- 
posed to this apprentice rule, as I can see 
no justice in it."

Robes of British Rulers to Be 
Gorgeous, Especially Those 
Edward. 


“PLAN TO AID HOSPITALS. 


Alexandra Will Make Crowning. 


an Occasion for Raising Money 
for London Fund.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Designs forthe Queen's 
coronation robes have been finally decided 
on by her Majesty. The task has been no 
easy one, as both historical records and 
ancient precedents had to be consulted, 

A short time ago the King, hearing that 
the robes worn by Queen Adelaide were in an 
excellent state of preservation and kept as 
heirlooms at Brodie Castle, commanded that 
they should be brought to Marlborough 
House for the Queen's inspection and guld- 
ance. The material of which the gowns were 
made is biack velvet, manufactured on _ 


hand looms, and the finished robes are elab- 
orately embroidered. and with gold 
King’s Attire Gorgeous. 


The King’s cape is the most magnificent 
garment which will be worn at the ceremony, 
lt will be decorated with silver eagles, fleur’ 
de lis and roses, and shamrocks, and this- 
tles will be worked in the general design. 

Fieur de lis has a notable historic sig- 
nificance, as it pointe to the days when the 
English Kings were proclaimed rulers of! 
France. 

The crown and arrangements of jewels will 
be especially designed for the occasion. The 
precious stones, which consist of diamonds, 
rubies, pearle, sapphires, and emeralds will| 
number 3,100, and include the famous ruby, — 
which the King of Castile presented to the 
Black Prince in 1867, and which was subse- — 
quently worn by Henry V. at Agincourt. 

It is stated that Queen Alexandra medi- 
tates signalizing the coronation by initlat- 
ing a scheme to help the London hospital 
fund inauguyted by her husband. This 
would take the form of a direct appeal to 
the women of England. Certain hospital eu- 
thorities, it fe added, have been made aware 
of the Queen’s purpose, and they are natural- 
ly gratified at such further Indication of royal 
sympathy with their cause.

As for the rall- 
roads, of course they are distressed when 
they cannot handle all the freight offered 
them. Inability to do so is a loss of revenue. 
By moving freight more rapidly they will be 
able to move more freight. 


TRUSTS ARE DUE TO NATURAL CAUSES. 

President Roosevelt goes counter to a 
currently accepted opinion when he says 
of trusts in his message that “ the creation ;. 
of these great corporate fortunes has not | 
been due to the tariff nor to any other gov- 
ernmental action but to natural causes in 
the business world, operating in other coun- 
tries ag they operate in our own.” — 

A little while ago this statement would 
have been challenged by the best informed 
publicists. A French writer, for instance, 
M. Paul de Rousiers, who published a mono- 
gtaph upon American combinations in 
1898, argued that there is always some 
artificial element in the conditions that pro- 
duce trusts—such as the railway discrimina- 
tion that built up the Standard Oil com- 
pany and the protective tariff that created 
the sugar, trust. “The reason why 
land offers no examples of trusts,” he ad:i- 
ed, “is that the artificial condition neces- 
sary for monopoly is not found there: The 
establishment of free trade has cut short 
the injurious interference of the state with 
private industrial interests.” Even Prov- 
femsor Ely, whose “‘ Monopolies and Trusts " 
appeared early last year, said that the trade 
combinations of Europe do not exhibit the 
monopolistic features characteristic of 
American trusts. 

More recent investigations, however, have 
shown, that combinations of capital similar 
in structure and in effect to those native to 
the United States are rapidly developing in 
all of the great industrial countries. An 
English book upon the subject, “ Trusts 
and the State,” by H. W. Macrosty, which 
has just been issued, devotes over fifty 
pages to tracing the growth of combinations 
in the United Kingdom. This sketch shows 
that British trusts of greater or less magni- 
tude and of varying degrees of closeness ex- 
ist in the shipping industry, the earthenware 
industry, the sewing thread industry, in 
cotton spinning, in dyeing, in wool combing, 
in calico printing, in the making of textile 
machinery, in the manufacture of oil and 
oi] cake, of soap, of gun powder, of tobac- 
co, ete. Some of these concerns take rank 
with the large American trusts. The Calico 
Printers’ association, for example, has a 
share capital of $30,000,000, and in adii- 
tion has $16,000,000 of debentures. Forts- 
seven firms of calico printers and thirteen 
firme of merchants, with properties and 
assets purchased for $40,000,000, entered 
into this combination, which is said to con- 
trol about 85 per cent of the calico printing 
business in Great Britain. As Mr. Macrosty 
remarks, the existence of such trusts in 
free trade England shows the entire falsity 
of M. de Rousiers’ assumption that pro- 
tective tariffs are necessary to the growth 
of trusts. We may add that it also shows 
the soundness of President Roosevelt's 
statement that “the ereation of .. . 
gréat. corporate fortunes has not been due 


With regard to the second assertion, that 
truste are the result of railway discrimina- 
tion, equally decisive evidence can be ob- 
tained by studying European experience. 
In Germany, where the majority of the rail- 
ways are owned and operated by the govern- 
ment, shippers are assured impartial treat- 
ment. Nevertheless, combination of capital 
is proceeding apace in the empire. The 
Rhenish-Weetphalian Coal Syndicate, for 
example, controls 97 per cent of the coal 
mines of western Germany, exclusive of 
those owned by the state. More than half 
the steam tonnage of the country belongs 
to two companies which together have a 
capital of $48,000,000. There is a sugar 
trust, which includes 98 per cent of the raw 
sugar manufacturers and refiners; an ai- 
cohol trust which controls the greater part 
ef the production, and severa) hardly less 
complete consolidations in other industries. 
Clearly President Koovsevelt is right. 
Seme American trusts have doubtless been 
foetered by the tariff and by railway Qis- 
crimination, but inasmuch as they are found 
in countries where protection and secret 
rebates do not exist it must be that there 
is some more general cause for their de- 
velopment. A hint as to this fundamental 
cause is supplied by Professor J, W. Jenks, 
who recentiy prepared a- report upon com- 
binations of capital in Europe for the In- 
dustrial commission. “ When one notes,” 
he says, “that in the United Siates, in 
Germany, m England, in Austria, in Bel- 
giom, and in France the tendency toward 
combination is exceedingly strong; that in 
the three or four countries first named the 
movement has advanced much further than 
in France; and when we consider still fur- 
ther than in Italy, in Spain, and in the 
Balkan States we have apparently only the 
beginnings of this movement, the conclusions 
is not unnatural that capitalistic combina- 
tion is a form of industrial organization 
particularly suited to a developed industry.” 
‘That is, trusts are not an accidental re- 
sult of conditions peculiar to the United 
States but a natural feature of economic 
evolution that makes its appearance every- 
where when a certain stage has been reached 
in industrial development. 
It ig fortunate that this truth was stat- 
ed clearly in the President’s message, for 
recognition of it is of much practical im- 
portance. If the public and Congress pro- 
ceed upon the theory that trusts are the

We can- 
not hope te deal successfully with the aub- 
ject until we recognize that the great com- 
binations will probably endure as long as 
the régime of capitalistic production that 
begot them and that they must be treated 
as permanent factors in our economic life,

SMALL HOPE OF BETTER SERVICE. 

The Chieago Telephone company an- 
nounces that it has 40,000 instruments in 
service now, while six months ago it had 
only 80,000. This is an increase of 83 per 
cent. But the company does not announce 
that there has been a corresponding in- 
crease in its facilities for accommodating 
customers, It could not with truth assert 
that such has been the case. But it is going 
to issue $3,000,000 of additional stock, The 
money obtained thereby is to be invested 
in the company’s plant and business, Sah- 
guine patrons will hope that by the ex-. 
penditure of this money the service may be 
made.as good as it was before trunk lines, 
switchboards, and operators were over- 
tasked by the flood of new, cheap business 
thrown upon them. 

The President of the telephone company 
praises highly, both as to accuracy and 
rapidity of connection, the quality of service 
rendered by it now. Every dealer is °x- 
pected’ to puff his own wares. But the 
old customers of the telephone company

who have been paying high rates which 
entitle them to good service know better 
than this, They know that mistakes are 
mere frequent and connections more slowly 
made. Now that they have been given some 
idea of the number of low-rate ingtruments 
which have been inetalled during the last 
six months, they can see just why the serv- 
ice has deteriorated. The deily dropping 
ofthousands of nickels in thousands of slots 
has enriched stockholders aud plagued pa- 
But while customers are encouraged by 
the statement that much~money is to be 
spent to improve the facilities of the com- 
pany, they are discouraged by its boast 
that within two years it will have 100,000 
subscribers, or 150 per cent more than ‘t 
has now. Bvidently the company is going 
to chese after the coveted nickels of the 
community with unabated geal. Butin that 
event this hoped-for better service will toil 
in vain to keep up with this rush of new, 
cheap business. The day of quick conmec- 
tions has gone, apparently to return no more, 
upti] the State shall have exercised its 
right to regulate and control this particular 
public service corporation, 


TO IMPRROVE NIGHT SCHOOLS. 
Superintendent ‘Cooley on Thursdey re- 

commended to the School Management com- 
mittee (1) that twenty-one night schools be 
opened on Jan. 12 for one month, and as 
much longer as might then seem wise; (2) 
that the curriculum be extended so as to in- 
clude not merely the three * R's” but man- 
ual training, household arts, and physical 
culture; and (8) that the restriction against 
hiring day teachers for the night work be 
rescinded. His recommendations were ap- 
proved by the committee and will be- 
fore the School board at its next meeting. 

Last year there were thirty-three night 
schools with 253 teachers and 9,104 pupils, 
and they continued from November to 
March. The proposal to cut the number to 
twenty-one, defer their opening till Jaunary, 
and leave their duration a matter of such un- 
certainty is a confession that these schools 
have not been satisfactory in the past. . Su- 
perintendent Cooley, however, fa digtinetly 
in favor of continuing the reduced number 
and of endeavoring to improve their char- 
acter. 
His proposal to provide instruction fn 
manua! training, domestic arts, and physical 
eulture is based particularly upon theWact 
that a limited introduction of these branches 
into the night schools last year proved-a 
marked success. The proposal may doubt- 
less be carried out to good effect so far as 
there may be a distinct demand in this direc- 
tion and the requisite facilities. Interest 
might also. be added thus to night school 
work—which is usually dry enough. 
The Superintendent’s most important sug- 
gestion, however, is that looking to the pro- 
vision of competent instructors for the night 
classes, It is a notorious fact that the night 
school teachers, instead of being persons 
specially fitted for their peculjarly dificult 
task, have usually been a nondescript and 
disqualified lot. The Superintendent pro- 
poses that he be allowed to employ for this 
work specially adapted teachers selected 
from the entire public staff of 6,000. The 
objéétion that these teachers would then be 
doing overwork is an important one, but 
when the night schools, in place of being 
maintained on the shiftless, temporiging, 
month-to-month plan now in vogue, are es- 
tablished—in whatever numbers may seem 
wise—on a settled basis it should be possible 
to shorten the day duties of such teachers 
so that their total work and pay would cor- 
‘respond with the average. 
The Superintendent’s recommendatidns 
for raising the character and increasing the 
utility of the night schools will be likely to 
commend themselves to the board, 
ARTS AND CRAFTS EXHIBITION. 
_ Itis a remarkable fact that, in the face of 
_ the sweep and the tremendous “ economies ”

INTELLIGENT SMOKE ABATEMENT, 
In July of last year there was established 


jn Cleveland an independent department of 


smoke abatement. The then Mayor, ac- 
cording to report, wished to place a “ po- 
litical " appointee at its head. Public senti- 
ment, however, was so strong on the subjeet 
of reducing smioke that he was finally 
compelled to appoint Professor C. H. Ben- 
jamin, a man technically qualified to organ- 
Pro- 
fessor Benjamin's work—which is described 
in a letter from him appearing in another 
coltma—baes been unique both in method 
and results, 

Not only has he made an accurate census 
of the boiler plants of the city and proceed- 
ed to treat his subject in a comprehensive 
and thorough manner, but he has relied upon 
persuasion instead of coercion as the means 
of promoting improvement. Instead of 
semling an olfender a court summons, he 
sends him an accurate reading of the be- 
havior of his chimney at 100 intervais, as 
observed from a point of outlook. Instead 
of securing a fine he brings to bear, not 
only by letters but by personai interviews, 
the fact that smoke abatement can be re- 
duced by proper stoking, that it can be en- 
tirely abated by improved mechanical de- 
vices, and that the compiete combustion 
of coal, go that no smoke is emitted, repre- 
sents an important economy in fuel. 

One inspector algo devotes his entire time 
to observing locomotive smoke. stacks and 
to sending charted records to the proper rail- 
road officiais. These are likewise appro- 
priately followed up, and in some cases 
where their “ pride of workmanship ” can- 
not be touched, firemen are disciplined or 
even discharged. 

As & result of these efforts “over 200 
stokers and smokeless furnaces of various 
kinds have been installed in the city during 
the last year '’—the best record ever yet 
made in that line—and out of 1,579 boilers 
on the east side of the river in July, 647, 
or 41 per cent, avoided, through mechan- 
ical devices or the use of smokeiess coal, 
“objectionable smoke.” On five leading 
railroads, too, the smoke offense has been 
reduced from 30 per cent in March to 15 
per cent at prevent—a result due entirely 
te more careful firing, 

Professor Benjamin admits that “ even 
now two-thirds of the chimneys” ot Cleve- 
land “are making an objectionable amount 
of smoke and that at the present rate of 
progress it will take several years to make 
conditions-at all what they should be.” Ob- 
viously, however, the progreas actually 
made is highly encouraging. Significant 
testimony to this effect was borne by the 
* Retail Merchants’ Board of the Cleveland 


‘Ohamber of Commerce” in October, when, 


following a stereopticon lecture on his sub- 
the board 
passed a resolution “ recognizing the effi- 
cient work towards smoke abatement now 
being conducted by the department of smoke 
prevention.” 

It is interesting to imagine what would 
happen if Chicago had a specialiy trained 
man in charge of smoke abatement, who 
could lecture before public bodies and win 
like commendation. 


HOW WE REWARD HEROES. 


he award of prize and bounty money 


consequent upon the battle of Santiago will 
strike the American people as not only un- 
fair but unjust, and such it unquestionably 
is. This is not ao because “ republics are 
ungrateful” byt because of the strict con- 
struction of the law, which, in this case at 
least, is “‘a gross misfit.” If the American 
people could have bad their say the man 
who fought and won the battle of Santiago 
would have had the principal! sum, and the 
man who happened to do none of the fight- 
ing would have had the pittance awarded 
the former, but the law unfortunately makes 
a different provigion. 


Tt is well enough established that the bat. 


tle of Santiago was fought and won by Ad- 
miral Schley, in temporary command of the 
squadron, and that Admiral Sampson, com- 
mander, was absent at the time and did not 
return until the battle was finished; anid 
further that the Spanish vessels were main- 
ly destroyed by the cruiser Brooklyn, Cap- 
tui Cook commanding, and the battleship 
Oregon, Captain Clark commanding, Un- 
der the terms of the law, which assigns “ to 
the commanding officer of a fleet or squad- 


ron one-twentieth part of all prize money | 


awarded to.any vessel or vessels under his 
immediate commend,” Admiral Sampson 
hae received $14,132 for feats of valor at 
Santfago in which he had no hand and 
for the destruction of vessels which he did 
not even see until the close of the action, 
Another clause of the same section says: 
“ All vessels of the navy within signal dis- 
tance of the vessel or vessels making the 
capture under such circumstances and in 
such condition as to be able to render +¢f- 
fective aid, if required, shall share in the 
prize.” The New York evidently is decided 
to have been within signal distance, as Ad- 


miral Schley signaled it that he had won the 


victory. It was in condition to render aid, 


though the aid was not required. 
Captain Chadwick of the New York gets 
$11,775, being one-tenth of the money al- 


lowed his vessel, which did not participate 


in the engagement, and he gets also an 11- 
jewance of $1,584 as fleet Captain. Cap- 
tain Chadwick having received so much 
more prize money than Admiral Schley 
should have been willing to leave the latter to 
the undisturbed enjoyment of his greater 
harvest of glory. 

How have the real heroes of the Santiago 
battle fared? Captain Cook of the Brook- 
lyn wae awarded $2,190.32 and Captain 
Clark of the Oregon $1,989.60. Neither of 
these gallant officers bas received a cent 
yet, though Sampson anc Chadwick have 
been paid in full. It is profitable to be a 
pet of the Navy department. Commander 
Wainwright of the Gloucester, who sank 
the Spanish torpedo boats, was awarded 
| $435.68, but has not yet received a cent. 
Bvidently the men who did the work at 
Santiago are expected to wait for their 


money. They would heave fared better if 
they had been away at the time, 

Admiral Schiey, who discovered the 
Spanish fleet in Santiago and held it there, 
and who fought it when it came out and 
destroyed it, has been awarded the pittance 
of $3,334, and up to this time has received 
$149.58, being his share of the prize money 
for one small schooner, Admiral Samp- 
son, who was not in the fight, wae award- 
ed $14,132 and has received payment in full. 

Thus, under the terms of the law, as con- 
strued by the Navy department, the man 
who did not win the victory was handsome- 
ly rewarded, The man who did win it was 
given such a paltry-eum that the American 
people will regard it as a travesty om jus- 
tice, even though the law requires it. Ad- 
miral Schley thus far has $149, but he has 
the golden opinions and hearty gratitude 
of the American people. 


DOORMATS AND DISHWASHERS. 

Miss Clara Hoffman, national secretary of 
the W. C. T. U. and President of the Mis- 
sourl State union, a St. Louis lady, in her 
address at the annual meeting of the Lilinois 
Equal Suffrage association on Friday last 
said that women are doormats and dish- 
washers for men, and that if they had more 
respect for themselves they would be better 
educated and help to run things on an equal 
footing with men. The announcement great- 
ly surprised her audience, and well it might. 
Even if women were doormats a good word 
might be said for them, as the doormat, 
though a lowly thing, is extremely useful. 

But are women doormats? Will any un- 
prejudiced person go to the theater matinées 
or take a strojll through department stores 
and testify that he has seen any doormats 
or dishwashers, or any one who looked as 
if she feared she might be used as a mat or 
was in any danger of being called upon to 
mop up the sink? As to education and “ sit- 
ting aside and letting men manage the func- 
tions,” who would have the hardihood to go 
to the University of Chicago, or the New- 
berry Library, or the Art Institute, or the 
Arts and Crafts guild, or the Woman's club, 
or a thousand and one other hives of know!- 
edge where women swarm like bees and 
make such a statement in view of the femi- 
nine rush for culture, at sight of which the 
tyrant map stands transfixed with delight 
and astonishment?

The-tnstinct of guardianship is developed to 
a remarkable degre@in the whole canine race, 
but particularly in the various breeds of 
shepherd dogs.

Che Emotions of Pleasure 


HAT is an emotion? If we analyze what is commonly 
called emotion we find that it is really a complex 
phenomenon, combining three principal elements or 
conditions: The intellectual, being the perception or 
idea determining thecharacter of emotion; the affec- 
tive, being the sentiment or emotion proper prv- 
duced; and the organic, being principally modifica- 
tions of muscular innervation, dilations, or counter- 
actions of the vas-omotory channels and affections of 
the respiratory, secretive, and other organs. The 
question now is, which one of these three elements 
is the most essential? The opinions of psychologists 
are divided on that point. While some believe that 
the intellectual element is the most important fac- 
tor, as it determines the emotional state, which, 
in its turn, causes the organic disturbances; others are of the opin- 
that the organic conditions, with their various manifestations 
provoked by an internal or external excitation, or by an idea, the ten 
Mencies, appetites, needs, desires, and inelinations are the primary 
element, and that the emotion proper is nothing but their revelation 
to consciousness.

presented with fair deference to history and biography; some of them in 


pen pictures absolutely brilliant, and in scenes that have prompted thou- 
sands of readers to their first search of pages more serious: than fiction. 


‘Of most of theee great characters it must be said that their appearances. 


in the novels have been, like angels’ visits, short and far between. 

This being true, there ought to be an improvement all along the line 
of historical novels. If historic characters, scenes, and incidents are 
really liked by fiction readers more and higher use should be made of 
them. Thus far they have been merely accessory to some young woman's 


love affairs. A great battle is in progress—a battle of which the novel's ; 


readers heard something when they were in the history class at school, 
but the author is evidently going to describe it im full, for he introduces 
a great Genera] and his staff, describes the position of the troops, tells 
of the hopes of the army and the nation, puts some brave words and 

_ rapid orders into the General’s mouth, and then just as the fine old soldier 
is about to reproduce the scene which made him famous up dashes a 
young woman in tears and a carryall, and the reader learns, to his dis- 
appointment, thet the hero of the scene is not to be the renowned Gen- 
eral, but @ young officer who is detached from the staff to give the young 
woman safe conduet from the field, and who, of course, is the only man 
she ever really loved, though two or three others had hopes. The disap- 
pointment of the reader might be modified were the young woman specially 
charming, but by some mysterious chain of coincidences the heroines of 
the more famous of the new historical novels are young and wn- 
certain creatures, who tax the patience of their sweethearts greatly and 
are endured by the reader principally because of their surroundings. 

- Why sfiould not the historical novel break with the old topic amd avail 
itself of the many great ones it has at hand? Why should not great char- 
acters of history become the novelists’ principals, instead of appearing 
merely as brilliant accessories? Why should not their purposes be the 
motives of at least a distinct class of the novels of the future? Patriot- 
ism, ambition, friendship, daring, self-sacrifice, courage, honor, expediency, 


 faimter until now it is invisible to all but aided eyes. “. 
During these light variations most important changes had been taking © 


place in the quality of the light emitted by the nova as determined by 
analysing it with the aid of a prism attached to a telescope. By means of 
such an instrument numerous photographs of the spectrum of the nova's 
light were obtained, and it was found that the spectrum changed from one 
containing numerous bright and dark lines to one consisting finally of 
a few bright lines alone. In fact, in astronomical language, the nova had 
changed from‘a “star” to a “nebula.” Now, visually, the difference be- 
tween a’ star” and a “ nebula” is this: a “star” is simply a bright, dis- 
tinct point of light, while a “nebula” is a bright, hazy mass, having no 
definite sharp point about it. It was, therefore, of great interest to see if 
this distinction could be proved photographically, or, in other- words, 
whether the image of the nova on the photographic plate, which up to the 
present had been a sharp point, had now become an ill defined object and 
surrounded by nebulous matter. Sy 

Owing to the peculiar light emitted by the star in this nebulous stage 
the first results of this test were not entirely conclusive, for although the 
nova appeared on the photographic plate as a hazy point, with a ring of 
nebulosity around it, this was not really due to the nova_being a nebula, 
but to'the fact that ali the instruments used for the experiment were sot ih 
correct adjustment for this peculiar kind of light. Fortunately Professor 
Max Wolf used two lenses, one of which was more suited to this unusual! 
radiation, and he secured the image of the nova as a point, but with no 
nebulosity around it. On ctl the plates which he secured with both his in- 
struments there waé@, however, a emall patch of nebula at a little distance 
from the nova. Having suggested to the observers at the Lick observatory 
that a photograph with the Crossley reflector would probably settle finally 
the question of nebulosity, since suca a form of instrument would get rid of 
the chief source of error of a refractor, this telescope was at once turned on 
this object. The resulting photographs showed that the whole region about 
the nova was one masse of nebulosities; indeed, the nova was found to be 


proposed independently by Dr. Lange, a2 Danish physician, and the Ameri- 
can psychologist, Dr. W. Fames, which was afterwards perfected and com- 
pleted by Th. Ribot, the great French psychologist, is generally accepted. 
Careful investigations have furnished ample proofs for the correctness of. 
that theory. It was found that normal or pathological modifications of the 
organism caused corresponding changes in the affective life. Pleasure and 
pain follow the changes in the tendencies of the organism like the shadow 
follows the movements of a body, Where the normal individual, with nor- 
mal tendencies, feels pleasure, the abnormal individual, with abnormal ten- 
dencies, may feel pain.

~ cal conditions may cause a partial or complete perversion of the tastes and 


instinets of an individual. Anwmia, chlorosis, hypochondria, gout, rheuma- 
tiem, dyspepsia, heart disease, neutral insufficiency, and other diseases are 
frequent causes of such perversions. 

It was also found that the degree of emotion could be influenced and con- 
trolied by certain internal or external agencies, like intoxicants, cold shower | 
baths, and certain chemicals like bromide of potassium, which has a para- 
lyzing effect upon the vaso-motory system. In other words, by suppressing 
the motory manifestations we Diay suppress the emotions which correspond 
with them.

world go round.” To say that a romantic story, or even an interesting 
one, requires love is to beg the question; the imagination of any romancer 
worthy of the name can place an honest atmosphere of romance about any 
great character of history. - | 
Some such change will be necessary if the historical novel is to re- 
main popular, for readers of fiction, like ali other readers, are progreseive. 
Most of them reach a place where they demand something better than 
they have had; if they do not find it im fiction they look for it in other 
books. Yet fondness for good stories is inherent in human nature; men 
and women who cannot tolerate a novel of the ordinary type will listen 
eagerly to tales of real people, whether great or simple. Many of the 
world’s historic characters were great as well as real; the “ setting” of 
a story of any of them need not be invented, for its details may already 
be found in histery or biography and needs only the sympathetic heart 
and skilled hand to make it interesting to the eye of whoever may read. 
Stories thus written would capture a class of readers in which publishers 
delight, because it is large, yet at which romancers look askance— 
the class that reads the “ purpose” novel. There is no class more unjustly 
abused, for most of: its constituents read not for the purpose which a 
story is supposed to develop but to be on the higher plane and enjoy the 
originality of treatment which any such story presupposes—and also for 
the rare pleasure of reading a romance which {s not the eternal love story 
warmed over and served with one or more of the old sauces. 
. Should the historical novel fail to advance upon the lines indicated 
its sure decadence will be hastened by an abuse which already has be- 
come noticeable. It is the twisting and warping of great historic char- 
acters to conform to some purpose of an author. Different pointe of

juetify the custom of some novelists to ignore or falsify facts for the 
sake of some detail of plot or scene. Some of the new novels have 
tampered with historic facts unscrupulously; others have gone farther,

It is at this stage of the history of the nova the recent telegram fnom

‘rate of one minute of arc in a period of six weeks. It is unfortunate that as 
yet we do not know how this motion has been determined. Has a series of 
photographs been taken at intervals of a few days and the rate of move- 
ment of these condensations measured, or have only two photographs been 


- secured—one at the beginning and the other at the end of the six weeks? 


Such a large. displacement of these condensations at such a great distance 
and in so small a period of time must mean an enormous velocity for the 
mass in motion, but there seema, on the other hand, no reason why we 
should be justified in acsuming that the distance of the nova is not large. 
The Milky Way—that is, the straggly mass of minute stars that crosses the 
heavens—has been the home practically of all the new stars of which we 


have records, and, in fact, it is because of the presence of this great masa 


of matter there that nove are produced: hi. a 

If it be granted that the nova is situated in space at a stellar distagce, 
then this apparent change of position of these condensatione must be ex- 
plained otherwise than by movement. Indeed, such an explanation is not 
hard to seek when the meteoritic theory of the explanation of new stars 
is closely considered. It is a well known fact that the majority of new 
stars that have been recorded in more modern times, when the spectroscope 
has been available for their study, have ended by becoming nebule. The 
meteoritic theory explains the appearance of a new star by the interpenetra- 
tion of two or more swarms of meteorites, the appearance of a new star 
being produced by the luminosity depending upon the celestial clashing. 
Now, the gteat point to be understood is that in the case of the invaded 


‘swarms the meteorites are there all the time, and only become visible when

We 
buy the best food in the market, at the best prices, and feed the animals 
much better than many Chicago families are able to feed themselves. If 


we saved on food we should lose a dozen times as much in the purchase 
of new animads to fill up the vacancies caused by death. Because of the 
almost excessive care which we devote to cleantiness we have now the low-

But padded 
rings, attending physicians,, and careful 
referees are no preventives for poor match- 
making. Sig knows the fighting game and. 
the qualities of aspiring fighters as weil as 
any one in Chicago, and:it appears he was 
caught napping when he matched’ Driscoll 
and Reiningéer. I will admit on. behalf of 


the numerous matchmakers in Chicago that 


the scarcity of local fighting timber makes 
it difficult to fill an attractive program. 
Furthermore, the patronage does not war- 
rant them to secure the better class of out- 
side talent, and to make both.ends meet they 
are compelled to dig up new fighting material 
or match and rematch the same fighters. 
This would give the patrons:.of the -sport a 
continuous performance’ fight program 
throughout the city of which it would soon 
tire. New, boxing timber must be developed 
to make the sport a success and to keep its 
head above water, and this being the case 
one-sided matches can hardly be avoided. 
Now, h can this be remedied? The new 
crop must’ be given opportunities to develop, 
and the developing can better be attained by 
boxing with their superiors. Local patrons 
of the various boxing clubs, however, do not 
wish to contribute their hard-earned dollars 
to witness a novice contest with a full-fledged 
professional, especially in the. windup bout 
of an entertainment, and matchmakers can 
rest assured on that’ point. Still, beginners 
must be given opportunities to improve, and 
this can be done by matching them together 
and moving them up as fast as they show 
any improvement, but-by all means. keep 
them from appearing in’ windups until thor- 
oughly seasoned. Boxers, and there are 
quite a number, who enter a contest and go 
down and feign a knockout just to secute'the 
short end of a purse as quickly and as easily 
as possible, ought to be tossed out of the 
ring, receive no pay, and forever be barred 
from engaging in a contest.

were graduated last June, had a right to

Sheldon, the retiring Captain, who presid- 
ed at the meeting, thought they had no right 
as this was a special election, and the four 
athletes closed their connection with Yale 
in June, when they elected a Captain for 
next year. A vote of the athletes present 
sustained him. Today it was déclared the 
question was not ‘one to be decided by the 
members of the team but by precedent. 

The managers of the football, track, base- 
ball, and rowing teams spent several hours 
hunting for the precedent, and baHots were 
sent to the four former athletes, as the elec- 
tion was close between Boardman and Har- 
grave and the four votes might change the 
result. 

Hargrave's election was confirmed, how- 
ever, by the managers of the athletic teams, 
who decided that precedent was wholly in 
favor of pfohibiting from voting’ all the 
members of last.year's team who were grad- 
uated last June. —

That was his last active apearance in the baseball field until last 
Wednesday. Mr. Whitfield enjoys the full confidence of the Western league baseball 


The new. Western league executive is 46 years old, having been born near Stoke-on- 
Trent, North Staffordshire, England, on June 27, 1855. He came to this country when 15 
years old and went with his family to Pekin, Ill. There he started in the newspaper 
business. From 1880 to 1884 he was located in Peoria, Ill., and wrote for the Transcript

San Francisco, Cal., Det. 7.—[Special.]— 
There was some doubt after the opening 
fortnight whether the currerit racing season 
would attain anything like the standard set 
last year, with Tanforan running in opposi- 
tion to Oakland, compelling both clubs to 
loosen their purse strings and competition 
running high. After an even thirty days’ 
sport it may safely be predicted that the new 
California Jockey club will have the most 
prosperous season in its career, and will 
gather during the next five months a fair 
percentage of the $600,000 it paid last spring 
to get a monopoly of racing on the coast. 

It is doubtful still from @ sentimental stand- 
point whether it was for the good of racing 
that Mr. Williams and his associates assumed 
the entire control of three tracks. Little in 
the way of giving increased purses or stakes 
has been done. Last year there were stake 
horses and first-class racing here during the 
first month. Now there are few, and those 
are in their stalls, while the racing menu 
served at Oakland each day is merely 4 suc- 
cession of the cheapest selling races and one- 
sided contests. 

Notwithstanding the marked difference in 
the general tone of things, there has been a 
steady increase in the attendance, and bet- 
ting has been so stimulated that it compares

OQLONEL BRACKETT, chief pomol- 
ogiat of the Department of .Agri- 
culture, is seeking to ascertain the 
cause, and to discover a remedy, for 
a disease that threatens the entire 


pavel orangé crop of California. 


Thus far little is known in regard to the 
matter outside the Department of Agri- 
guiture, but the chances are that it will not 
remain a secret long. 

The trouble is that the navel oranges, just 
as they are about to ripen, begin splitting at 
the “navel,’”’ or end, which continues unti! 
by the time the fruit is ready for market it is 
split in three or four sections, from end to 
stem, and is consequentiy worthless. 

Colonel Brackett has thus far been pnable 
to determine whether this splitting (which 
is altogether unprecedented, having never 
occurred in the past nor in the entire history 
of orangé culture) is due to the ravages of an 
insect, or whether it is the result of some un- 
usual condition of soll or climate, but at ai!

FLORIDA ORANGES 
RIPEN IN CHICAGO, 


South Water Street Air and 
Electric Fans Put Bloom 
‘on Luscious Fruit. 


Chicago offers a better imitation of 
the Florida night air than the peninsula 
State can itself provide, but that is the 
deduction that orange dealers of this 
city have come to. Florida oranges that 
have hung for months on trees in their 
native State waiting for some cool evening 
breeze to ttirn them yellow are brought here, 
and in a few nights acquire a color that sur- 

passes their fondest expectations. 

South Water street, the ripening place of 
Michigan ptaches, Wisconsin eggs, and Cen- 
tral American bananas, furnishes the deli- 
cately shaded a e that accom- 
plishes this result. Practically all the 
Florida oranges that are sold in this mar 
ket from the opening of the season until 
after Christmas are ripehed in basements 
of commission houses along the street and 
are there given the color that enables them 
to command high prices. 

“The public demands Florida oranges 
long before the groves aré ready to furnish 
them,” said George Roundsville, ‘ orange 
man” for the Ear! Bros." house. 
“These oranges grow big and sweet and 
yellow on the trees down there if you give 
them time, but they do not attain their best 
color until the nights get cool and frosty 

‘*So they are picked green and shipped up 
here in carload lots. Here they are taken 
from the cars and put in the ripening-rooms, 
where they are subjected to a temperature 
of from 05 to 100 degrees. They are stacked, 
with air space between the boxes, and the 
heat gets all through them and quickly 
forces them to ripeness. 

“When they have attained the proper 
stage the heat is shut off and then a big 
electric fan is brought into play. The doors 
are opened, and through the spaces where 
the hot air went before the frosty ozone of

Under the 
care of the department they have been taught 
stock raising successfully. In the spring of 
1897 they had about 900 cattle. In the fall 
of 1888 these had increased to 1,800. Hach 
family had a few cows branded with its own 
mark. The reservation is fenced, and each 
family has to look after its own stock. In 
1808 these Apaches contracted and sold to 
Fort Sill hay for which they received over 
$8,000, which money they invested in mowers, 
rakes, balers, and other farm machinery. 
Bach family has its special plat of ten acres 
of land, of which one acre is a vegetable gar- 
den, one is put in cotton, and eight are in; 
Kaffir corn. Considerable of the latter has 
been dried for winter use. The people are 
industrious and eager to get ahead, their chil- 
dren attend the mission school, and the gen- 
eral health is improving. In 1897 for the first 
time the births exceeded the deaths. 


Prosperity ot the Blackfeet. 


Qn the Blackfoot reservation in northern 
Montana a fine beginning was made in 1890 
when 800 cows were issued to the 1,957 In- 
dians who live there. In seven years these 
had increased to 22,000; and the Indians 
were apparently on the highroad to pros- 
perity. with cattle raising, well directed, as 
a-basis. Two hard winters in succession, 
however, and bad management by the agént 
succeeded {n cutting the number of cattle in 
half. Now they have taken a new start and 
are going ahead. They are troubled, as are 
ell the reservation Indians, by the fact that 
white men allow their cattle to “ drift’ on 
the Indians’ lands, and when they drive them 
off drive with them all the Indians’ cattle 
that have got mixed with them. 
. In 1895 this tribe sold lands to the govern- 
ments for $1,500,000, which is to be paid in 
ten annual instaliments, and they will soon 

be self-supporting. They lack schoois. There 
are 457 children on the reservation, but 
schoolroom is only provided for 197. —

take their lands in severaity, and the follow- 
ing year the balance of the reservation was 
opened to settlement by the whites. The In- 
dians had a hard time a t, but their ad- 
vance when the pauperizing agency system 
Was abandoned was remarkable for its 
rapidity. Especially was this true fn farm- 


ing, for which their land was well fitted. ‘feo, and they possess 100,000 cattle, 1,000,000. 


They raise considerable quantities of wheat, 
corn, oats, hay, and vegetables. In 1899 the 
school attendance among these tribes was 
580. There is little use of liquor among them, 
and many -of them have good dwellings and 
improved farming machinery, 


Apaches Make Progress. 


Among the most eager for advancement of 
all the Indians.are the Apaches—a tribe of 
whom has already been mentioned—and. the 
Sioux. At the Cheyenne River agency there 
are 2,552 of the latter, divided among Biack- 
feet, Sans Arc, Minnecoénjou, and Two Ket- 
tles tribes. They have their lands In sever- 
alty, and as it is poor for agriculture they 
devote themselves to stock raising. In this 
the severalty works a hardship inasmuch as 
the whole range is needed for the cattle. 
If the range could be fenced as a common 
whereon might feed their stock alike it is 
said benefits would accrue. As itis, the tribes 
‘are fairly prosperous, having 15,000 head of 
cattle, to which they give good care, and 
meadows from which they’ put up several 
thousand tons of hay each year. | 

At present these Indians are about half 
supported by the government, and will prob- 
ably soon become able entirely to care for 
themselves. They are sadly lacking in school 
accommodations. Of the 708 children on the 

‘reservation ‘in 1899 only 263 found room in 
‘the schools. 3 ; 

Near Chamberlain, 8. D., are 1,047 Yankton 

Sioux, who have had their land allottea to 


them, and who draw about half rations from 


the government. Though their land is fine 
for grazing, no cattle have been given them. 
In this tribe the births in 1899 were thirty- 
niné, while the deaths were fifty. As among 
most Indians nowadays, about half the 
deaths were from cohsumption. 
There are 1,043 Sioux’ on the Devil's Lake 
ageney, who are doing well. They have about 
200 good houses on allotted lands and about | 
4,000 acres under cultivation, with some suc-_ 
cess. They have few cattle. Connected with 
this agency are some 2,000 persons of mixed 
blood who have taken up homesteads in the 
vicinity and farm them, and about 266 Chip- 
pewas who have squatted on land and farm it. 
The chief agencies of the Sioux, however, 
are those at Pine Ridge, Rosebud, and Stand- 
ing Rock—the former two familiar in connec- 
tion with recent uprisings. At Pine Ridge 


. there are 6,452 Sioux, who are largely sup- 
“ported on rations. They have, however, 42 
‘000 head-of cattle, and sell-more than 2,000,- _. 


000 pounds of beef yearly under government 
supervision.” They are increasing in nim- 
‘bers. At Rosebud there are 4,862 Sioux on 
a reservation of 8,228,000 acres. To'these 
8,188 allotments have been made. The red 
‘men have 20,000 head of stock. In 1898 they 
‘sold to the government 1,385,000 pounds of 
beef for $44,000, and in addition earned by the 
sale of wood $8,000, from hay $2,000, for haul- 
ing freight $10,000, and for 1,000 cattle Which 
they were permitted to sell Bast $35,000; a 
total income of $04,000, or a little less than $20 
for each man, woman, and child. There are 
3,575 Sioux at the Standing Rock Agency, ’ 
who earned in 1899 $117,000. Among the Sioux 
as among others half the deaths ate diie to 
consumptiofi. Most of the tribes are not in- 
creasing.

In The Indian Territory. . 


The greatest of all Indian-agencies, and the 
one on which the Indian has come nearest po- 
litical independence and’ nearest to organiz- 
ing a sovereign state, is the Union agency in 
Indian ‘Territory. This' embraces 40,000 
square miles—nearly the whole Territory— 
and is as large as the combined States of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
Vermont,’ and New Hampshire. On this great 
area liye 77,686 Indians, or not quite two to 
the square mile. And their land, ‘most of 
which is good for farming or grazing, con- 
tains enormously rich deposits of ‘coal, oil, 

This reservation is inhabited, by the five 
tribes known as the “civilized Indians.’* 
There are 19,406 Chocta ws, 9,048 Chickasa ws, 
14,771 Creeks, and 34,461 Seminoles and Cher- 
okees, They are the ones affected by the 
Curtis act, passed by Congress in 1898, abol- 


Ashing tribal government, requiring them to 


take their lands by allotment, and establish- 
ing the enrollment by the Dawes commission 
as the fina! authority on tribal membership. 
Under this act each member of the Creek na-. 
tion is to receive 160 acres, each of-the Choc- 
taws and Chickasaws 240 acres, and of. the 
Cherokees 80 acres. As the tribes were all 


under treaty with the United States govern- | 


ment regarding the continuance of the tribal 
#overnment, three of them have refused to 
yield their rights and insist on maintaining 


that form of government for. eight years from 


1808, as treaty provided. The Dawes com- 
Mission has labofed hard to make the pro- 
visions of the Curtis act and the desires of 
the Indians correspond, but not as yet with 
entire success. These Indians are not all of 
full blood. There are many squaw men and 


half-breeds living among them and sharing | 


in their prosperity. 

The coal, oil, and asphalt deposits on their 
lands are rented for these Indians by the 
government, and the money is added to the 
tribal funds—or has been so previous to the 
disestablishment of this by the Curtis act. 
The usual rate is ten cents a ton each for 
coal and asphalt removed, and from 10 to 25 
per cent ad valorem on oll, according to smel- 
ter tests. The Choctaws and Chickasaws re- 
ceived in 1899 $113,000 in royalties for coal 
alone. 

In Washington and Idaho on the Colville 
agency there are 8,851 Indians of ten tribes 
in various stages of advancement... The Col- 
villes and Lakes are self-supporting, and 
have fine farms. The Coeur d’Alénes are

Much of the-land on this reservation re- 
quires irrigation, and to accomplish this a 
big system of irrigation ditches has been be- 
gun under the auspices of the federal govern- 

“ment. It will cost about $300,000 to complete, 
and..the tribe is paying for this out of the 
common funds; but thia. money is not all lost, 
since the men of the tribe draw most of it in 
wages. They have already completed twelve 
miles of ditches. Itis a matter of record that 
when it was announced that this work was ot 
be done for wages nearly every able-bodied 
red man from the Cheyenne agency made ap- 
plication work—hardly an indication of 
laziness on the part of the Indian.

NO. XCIV 
.AN.SON 


NE of the celebrities of Chicago who 
has carried the name “ Chicago “into 
almost as many quarters of the globe 
as has Chicago’s commerce is Captain 

as Adrian Constantine Anson, for so 
many years manager and Captain of the 
' Chicago baseball club. Today he is in green 
pastures and beside the still waters of retire- 
ment. The green of his fields is the green 
baize of billiard tables; the balls that are 
Knocked about them are all “ grounders,’’ 
with “files ’’ impossible. But there are 
millions of the inhabitants of the earth who 
recall when the name‘ Anson stood eyery- 
where for the American game of baseball, 
even when a score of 134 to 119 was the index 
ofa great game. And today the name Anson 
ig one to conjure by in the evolution of Amer- 
ican baseball. 

Bix feet two inches in height, weighing 
nearly 250 pounds, smooth of face and clear 
of head and eye, the veteran. of Chicago 
baseball, who has played all round the world, 
and who todmy has all his old-time interest 
ti the game, is a striking figure. 


Of English ancestry, he is a product of the 
West. His father, grandfather, and great- 
grandfather were born in New York; the son 
AGrian was the first white child born on the 
present site of Marshalltown, Ia., where his 
father had built the first log cabin in the 
edge of a Pottawatomie village. The boy, 
one of several children, was. born on April 
17, 1852, and he was only 7 years old when 


the death of his mother left him a wild, colt- 


upon the rather stern, exacting 
ather. 

There at Marshalitown, before baseball was 
out of its swaddling clothes in the East, 
young Anson played. hookey, soakball, or 
went swimming, as opportunity offered. 
Irom the Marshalltown public school to lowa 
State University and from there to the Uni- 
Versity of Notre Dame in Indiana—where 
the father hoped discipline would be more 
Sharply enforced—the young man was sent. 

at Notre Dame, playing second base 
with the Juanitas, young Anson laid the 
foundation for a career that has hardly been 
exceeded in the world of sport. 


in 1866 Adrian Anson's father was a mem- 
ber of the Marshalltown baseball club, and 
in @ memorable game in 1867, in which Mar- 
Shalitown brought back a pennant from 
Des Moines’ team, the Marshalltown nine 
had as members the elder Anson and the two 
sons, Adrian and Sturgis. And in those 
strenuous Gays of rivalry between lowa 
nines it was only the watchfulness of Father 
Anson which prevented son Adrian one day 
from disguising and playing with the Clin- 
ton nine to the undoing of Des Moines. 
"Th 1871, full of enthusiasm, Adrian Aneon 
enmtered the Forest City nine of Rockford to 
play his first professional ball. Playing 
third base on the team, Anson ‘led it.in the 
fielding and batting of twenty-five games b

The, year 1888 was memorable to Captain 
Anson, as with the Chicago and an All-Amer- 
ican, team he left -Chicago.for a tourof the 
world, .visiting Washington on his: way to 
the Pacific, seaboard and being received by 
President’ Cleveland. On. Oct. 20 the two 
teams left Chicago for Denver, the Burling- 
ton road having fitted out two special cars 
for the transcontinental.run. St. Paul, Des 
Moines, Omaha;.Colorado Springs, and Den- 
ver witnessed games between the two teams. 
Two weeks were spent in California, and on 
Noy. 18, 1888, the ship Alamed¢ sailed through 
the Golden Gate for Austfalia, “by way of 
Honolulu, taking the ball players with it into 
the long, smooth swells of the Pacific. A 
reception and banquet tendered by King 
Kalakaua to the clubs was an incident of 
the stopin Honolulu.

_ » Mlan’s Cave, at St. Genevieve, Mo. 
But with all Captain Johnson's experiences 
the cave remains.as mucha mystery as éver, 
.for he was without light for most of his jour- 
ney and has no idea today how far or where 
he wandered. He only knows that he entered 
the cave in Simms’ Hollow, on the bank of 
the river, on Monday morning, and that on 
Thursday afternoon a farmer found him in 
@-sinkhole on his farm four miles from the 
cave entrance. Nothing was, therefore, ac- 
complished, save, perhaps, to take away the 
superstition that no one could go far into the 
cave and come out alive. 


rs Fail to Return. 


That has always been the reputation of 
Simms’ or Dead‘ Man’s Cave, and it has 
been borne out by the disappearance of not 
less than four venturesome men, if the tra- 
ditions of the town are true, who went in to 
explore and failed to return. 

St. Genevieve is the oldest settlement in 
Missouri, and stands on the bank of the Mis- 
@issippi River, or, rather, back of a big sand- 
bar, some eighty miles below St. Louis. It 
fg an old French settlement, and a century 
ago was one cf the leading towns of the 
West. North and south of it, along the river- 
side, are enormous limestorie cliffs, cut and 
seamed by ravines and hollows, covered with 
forests or with fine wheat lands, and settled 
by a thriving French and German population. 

In these hills are countless caves, some of 
them so small as to be mere hollows or sink- 
holes; others that rival Mammoth in their 
proportions. It is one of these that has 
caused the déaths at St. Genevieve. Simms’ 
Hellow is four miles north of town, by a 
wiading road. It is a deep ravine running 
beck from the water’s edge a quarter of a 
mile into the hills, where it ends abruptly in 
the bed of a steep run, and in the rocks 
‘through which is the cave's entrance. The 
hifis either side of the hollow are nearly WO 
feet high, and so effectually do they exclude 
the sun that the ravine is always gloomy, 
sdding to the sinister aspect of the cave, 
Dark Hole in the Stone. 


At the head of the ravine is an abrupt wall 
of rough stone about fifty feet high, sur- 
mounted by a level plateau. This plateau, 
iteelf remarkable, is a stone floor semicircu- 
lar in shape, having its flat side forward, and 
for its back having another precipice shaped 
like the inside of a half cylinder of gigantic 
proportions. The walls of this precipice are 
about 200 feet high. '

the cliff is the cave entrance. It is a dark 
hole in. the stone, and is reached by a series 


of ladders from below. The entrance Is about. 


eight feet high and as wide as a double door. 

Why any one should wish to enter sucha 
dark, wet place as the cave proves to be.is 
a question that can only be answered by a 
reference to the endless curiosity of the in- 


‘habitants of the world to. know what is hap- 


pening ‘‘ down-stairs."" Mines, wells, and 
caves—the most disagreeable places men can 
get into—prove always irresistibly fascin- 
ating. So the hole in the cliff in Simms’ 
Hollow has since its discovery’ drawn the 
inhabitants of the neighborhood to enter and 
explore. 


Fate of First Party Unknown.

in the death rate of the census. 

Not only in the avoidance of wars are tens 
of. thousands of lives saved to the world’s 
work, but in the evolution of the implements 
of war itself it has become impossible for 
such destruction of life to follow clash- 
ings of two armies. On land or on water the 
fighting range*has increased to an extent 
that, reduced to its net results, a battle be- 
tween two civilized armies of today becomes 
a question of which side was forced to spend 
the greater sum of money. To show just 
how marked has been this change in modern 
warfare, as affecting reeults, the figures from 
a recent battlefield in Abyssinia are quoted, 
showing that 19,000 men were killed and 
wounded in one fight—a number which pales 
the death roll on both. sides of the late 


Spanish-American /war. 


War Made Less Deadly. 


Today. the mere cost in» ammunition, ac- 

stores in the field has done 

most to kee Peace between civilized na- 

tions. Once, when a nation was restive, un- 

der an excess of population, perhaps, and 


when the equipment of a soldier was little 
more than a club with which to beat out an 
enemy’s brains, war was cheap. Today only 
a rich nation can afford to go to war and even 
then its adversary will. be regarded rather 
more in the light of its treasury surplus than 
in its standing army and ships of battle. 
Along these lines, whatever the evolution 
of arms and whatever the pressure upon 
diplomacy that finance and commerce have 
exerted in staying war, must be counted into 
the result of civilization’s fight against death. 
Beyond these, however, the science of 
medicine and of sanitation have done most 
in combating the destroyer. . But from the 
showing of the United States census between 
1890 and 1900 one may see how the individual, 
in his excesses, has undone that which science 
had saved to him. In seventeen of the “ dis- 
eases that kill ’”’ the science of medicine, mov- 


ing against those due to bacilli, have reduced . 


the death rate in the seventeen diseases a lit- 
tle more than eighteen in the 100,000 for the 
period. At the same time five diseases that 
may be traced to over-eating and drinking 
killed twelve more men in the 100,000 than 
oe had killed in the ten years from’1880 to 


peariet fever especially. 


+ 


In the last ten-year period the greatest in- 
roads were made upon the ravages of con- 
sumption. One hundred and ninety persons 
in every 100,000 died of that disease in that 
time, whereas for the previous decade more 
than 254 persons died of it. Knowledge of 
the disease, perhaps, with means to prevent 
‘{nfection, is' considered to have had more 
to do with the reduction in the death rate 
than ahy specific treatments. But in that 


‘period this grizzly servant of death for the 


first time was deposed as the greatest de- 
structive agent, giving place to pne umonia as 
the most threatening of all diseases that kill, 


Success of Antitoxin. 


Diphtheria had been one of the dread 
scourges of men, but through antitoxin the 
death rate was cut just in half—from 70 to 
the 100,000 in the ‘80s to 35 to the 100,000 in 
the ‘90s. Im that period between 1890 and 


43900 there werd sharp fallings off in the 


death rates from debility and atrophy, chol- 
era infantum, bronchitis, diarrheal diseases, 
croup, typhoid fever, brain diseases, and 


“Perhaps only in diphtheria, however, 
may one distinct specific be credited with this 


change,” said a well. known physician. 
“ Antitoxin, distinctly, has done this. In 
Chicago the great majority of the deaths 
from. diphtheria come to the poorer quarters 
of the city, where people in ignorance of 
methods of prevention and cure seek to hide 
it. 

“Often the first news that comes to a 
physician of diphtheria is that of a dead 
child in one of these families, and when he 
goes in he may find that every other child 
fin the house has been exposed to the dis- 
ease. Especially where parents and children . 


~ are dependent for a living upon a peddling 


business, junk dealing, and labor in sweat- 
shops they feel that it is to their interests 
to hide a diphtheria case as long as possible. 
They look upon all medical supervision with | 
suspicion, and if the death#in these quarters 
could be stopped as they have been in the 
more enlightened sections of the city there 
would have been a more marked falling off 
in the death rate of the census.”’ 

That men have been undoing the work of 
science in their excesses of eating and drink- 
ing may be shown in the fact that pneu- 
monia now takes the lead as a man-killer 


over tuberculosis. The yeteran Dr. N. 8. 


Ai 


Davis has brought out the fact with much . 
emphasis that men addicted to spirituous 
liquors to excess almost always die when 
seized with pneumonia. 

The census lists indicate that in addition 
to pneumonia, heart disease,.apoplexy, and 
diabetes—all traceable to overeating or 
drinking in more or less direct manner— 
have shown marked increases in victims. In* 
many ways the great public at large tends 
to undo the work of physicians, but in none 
more certainly than in the indulgence of its 
appetites. | 
Evil Influences ia Cities. 


To these Indulgences the misgovernment 
of great cities has added to the death roils 
of the census In marked way. In the death 
rate of Philadelphia, a physician recently un-_ 
covered to the public the part which a rotten 
municipal government may play in the mor- 
tality rolis of a big city. He called attention 
to the fact that while nearly every other big 
city in the country had shown a sharp de- 
crease in the death rate for ten years the 
general “death rate in this boss-ridden 
city has remairied almost stationary.”’ Bu/f- 
falo is complimented on the best showing 
made of any city: in the United States, but

It is recited that filthy alleys and s 
polluted drinking water, lax enforcement 
ordinances framed to prevent communicable 
diseases, and ail the long train of negiecte@ 
duties of these municipalities in regard to 
public health are responsible for chetkmate 
ing much that medicine and surgefy have 
done for public health. | t 
In Chicago, on the other hand, the Healt: 
department, at least on its medical and sel- 


entific side, has been kept free of politics, and 


as a result its success in holding the death 
rate to a low figure ow excited the admira« 
tion of sanitarians tRroughout the world, 
The department here has been quick to avafl 
itself of the latest discoveries ‘in preventive 
and remdial agents and has been successful 
in introducing their use among the people. 
Altogether it becognes certain that death 
never before had to work so hard to claim 


a victim as he works in this first year of the 


twentieth century.

skins for clothing, or to make new lodges;, 
killing the loon for its skin alone and the wild 
white goose for food; spearing, and netting, 
and trapping fish to feed the wolf dogs that 
pulled the sledges in winter, peacefully living 
the primal life and feeling no unrest. They 
had been in touch with few white men. There 
was only a dim rumor of their existence in 
Dawson. 

Jack Cowam was the first white man who 
ever lived wtih them. From the mining 


camps on Seven Persons’ Creek he went . 


moose hunting with some of the Alaskan 
Indians. With these gypsies of the north- 
land he tramped leisurely, on babiche-laced 
Loucheux snowshoes six feet long, day upon 
day further into the remote and little- 
known wilderness, following close behind the 
stow traveling moose herd. Every day the 
herd grew emaller as the hunters slew the 
fattest and heaped the sledges with the frozen 
meat; every night men and dogs lay down 
full fed. After sixty days they made camp 
one evening beside the caribou skin tents 
of a hunting party of Wauk-kannies in a 
deep hollow between hile. | 


The Wauk-kannjes wished to obtain pow- — 


der and bullets’fér their flintlocks and tea 
and tobacco. For many years they had pur- 
chased these things from the hunting bande 
of the far-wandering Alaskans, paying for 
them with long-haired, yellow-gray dogs, 


blood brothers of the tall gray timber wolves. | 


These the Alaskans sold to the white miners 
for $50 in gold each. Jack Cowan still had 
about twenty pounds of tea and tobacco. 
The owner of so much tobacco and tea is al- 
ways welcome in an Indian camp if he dis- 
burses fractional portions of these resources 
cheerfully among the lodges every day and 
kilts his own meat. “aE 


Jack Cowan made up his mind to join the 


Wauk-kannies and spend the winter with 
them. That night he sat smoking beside the 
leaping fire after his Indian comrades were 
asleep in the small hunting lodges pitched 
close to the fire. 7 

Wearing marten-skin cap, heavy woolen 
undershirt and fleeced sweater, caribou hide 
parkah trimmed with wolverine fur, macki- 
naw breeches, Saskatchewan stockings and 
moose-shank larrigans, he. sat on his own 
sledge and the dogs of his own train lay 
about him on the pink-tinted snow. The 
night was cold, but he was comfortable. He 
liked the simple, wholesome life of the wild 
hunters. Since. his childhood he had felt 
within him the stirrings of the dark gypsy 
strain, the nomad tendency. And now beside 
the radiant fire the wilderness blood of his 
grandmother, the O-jeeb-way woman, fumed 
in his veins. There under the hollow of 
heaven, the stupendous hills that reared up 
all around looming dimly, the black shad- 
ows of the little brown lodges sprawling 
on the snow, he decided to keep his back to 
civilization for the winter at least, and his 
face turned toward the unmapped wilderness 
into which the course of empire had not yet 
taken its way. 

His love for Maisie Spencer was not a fire 
of straw. It had not burned itself down to 
dead, cold ashes as he had told himself it 
would. The tall, bending, deep-bosomed fig- 
ure and the sweet face had hot dimméd and 
faded out of his heart, as he had hoped. The 
ache of love was not dulled by the primordial 
life of a hunter in the wilderness, which was 
so fascinating to him. me 

The Wauk-kKannies struck their lodges, 
broke camp, and started back north in a 
couple of days, and Jack Cowan went with 
them. Which was within a few days of the

She 
made inquiry, and was informed that Jack 
Cowan had left the mining camps, which are 
diffused all-over the flanks of the hills that 
Seven Persons’ Creek curls between, in Sep- 
tember, six months before, with a hunting 
party of Indians going north to hunt moose. 
This was all that anybody in Dawson knew 
about the itinerary of Jack Cowan. 

In the last week of May Maisie Spencer left 
her desk, telling her employer that he must 


find another bookkeeper. On the same day 
lette 
Dawson, with “ Forward, please, to present 
address,”’ written across the tops of the en- 
velopes, which was somewhat ironical. Every 

' trace of Jack Cowan had been lost. Some- 
where in the wide-lying inside of Alaska 
Maisie was sure he was hunting with the 
Indians, who never staid, she knew, any- 
where long at a time, but shifted their camps 
often, following the moose and caribou.

the missionary’s house to obtain medicines, 
and Maisie went with them, for that forty- 
mile stretch was another stage on her road.

Until that moment she had been strong and 
full of energy; she had walked for forty days 
and kept up with the loose-striding Indian 
women on the trails; in the one-sieep camps 
made at sundown, when she sat in the yellow 
smoke of the moss smudge-fires, lit to keep 
off mosquitoes, she had not felt unwell, but 
only healthily tired; she had eaten the coarse 
canrp food heartily, and she had slept well in 
a lodge crowded with snoring squaws.

wind while he lay between the blankets on 
the missionary’s woven wire camp bed, with 
Maisie Spencer, bending and tall and Greek, 
standing beside him, and her voice in his 
ears. Some men are so constructed that they 
can forget a little matter of detail like a 
casual Indian wife within a brief time. But 
Jack Cowan's heart was touched with pity 
for his wife of the winter, though he did not 
love her in the least. For he knew that she 
a~was not like other Indian girls. 

- “I'm afraid the little squaw loves me,” said- 
Jack Cowan to himself often, and the thing 
worried him a good deal, Of course, he had 


promised her he would come back. 


It was when Jack Cowan and Maisie were 
on the trail traveling toward Dawson on their 
far journey to Ottawa that Nouma, the 
Indian woman who had been Jack Cowan's 
Joving and dutiful wife for nearly six months, 
became tired of Ifving all alone in their lodge 

in the Wauk-kannie camp north of.the Single- 
Peaked Hills, keeping the lodge fire burning, 
cooking food for herself only, and waiting for 
her big white husband to come back. Also 
she was waiting for her first baby to be born, 
and on that account it was a good deal harder 
to sit passively, listening all the time most 
intently for the light rustle of Jack Cowan's 
moccasins in the dry spongelike moss out- 
side. Like Marianna in the ballad, from the 
depths of her lonely little heart, “I am 
a-weary, a-weary; he cometh not,” she said, 
“TY am a-weary, a-weary, and I wish that I 
were dead.’ She made this statement over 
and over again to herself in the Wauk-kannie 
speech. The much-to-be-regretted truth was 
that. Nouma loved Jack Cowan as North 
American Indian malds often in stofy books 
and oftener in real life have loved men of 
the Anglo-Keltic race; as well and as un- 
wisely as ever dainty white ladies have loved. 

Three weeks after the birth of her child she 
went away from the camp, leaving the infant 
tn her mother’sarms. She intended to search 
all round the world, if need be, for her hus- 
band, because life without him was not worth 
the bother of living. Only she did not know 
that the world was round, never having seen 
a geography book. But Jack Cowan had told 
her that Alaska was only a little, far corner 
of the big world.

T is the netural and laudable aim 
of every girl and woman to be as 
healthy and beautiful as possibic;

No standard of beauty, 
however, exists save that left by 
the Greeks, which is surely a trifle in need 
of being brought up to date. 

The German scientist, Dr. Stratz, who has 
made a life study of the beauty of women of 
all nations, considers thet he found the most 
perfect and harmonious éevelopment of form 
among the Javanese. His ideal proportions 
differ from the Greek slightly, and he gives 
as follows his “ normal proportions " Of the 
perfect woman, deduced from averaging the 
measurements of many:
